MASSENA TO THE EXECUTIVE DIRECTORY. 
Head-quarters at Zurich, 7 Floreal—April 26. 
Citizens Direttors, 

On my route from Bafle to Zurich, I received an 
extraordinary difpatch from General Lecourbe, in 
which he gives me an account-of an affair in which the 
right divifion of the army of Elelvetia has been engaged. 
I hatten to tranfmit you the details. 

On April 22, the .enemy attacked the moft impor- 
tant pofitions of General Lecourbe with fuperior forces. 
The principal attack was directed again{t the points of 
Mannoffe and Remus. On the firlt thock our troops 
were driven back, and the enemy.occupied the village 
of Remus ; but the 2d battalion of the 44th demi-bri- 
gade, headed by its Chief, Brigadier Sodeur, marched 
j with intrepidity again{t them, and, after taking poffef- 
fion of the village au pas de.charge, drove them into 
the mountains from whence they had defeended. 
While this was pafhing, the firft battalion of the fame 
{demi-brigade fought and repulfed the enemy at Schel- 
lins and Pont Martin, where thefe attacks were as uni- 
fuccefsful'as on the reft of the line, ; 

We took, in thefe actions, 800 prifoners, among 
whom are 4 Major, fix Captains, fix Lieutenants, and 
five Enfigns. Their lofs, in killed and wounded, a-
